Office of Recycling to establish a bar and restaurant recycling program to 10 

provide financial assistance for the collection and recycling of certain containers 11 

from a bar or restaurant; establishing a certain solid waste management fee; 12 

requiring a certain operator of a certain landfill or certain facility to collect the 13 

solid waste management fee and remit the fee to the Comptroller; authorizing 14 

the Department to grant a waiver from certain requirements; altering the 15 

conditions under which a certain county is required to conduct a certain public 16 

hearing and publish a certain notice; altering the conditions under which the 17 

Secretary shall review a certain county plan to make certain determinations; 18 

prohibiting the Secretary from issuing certain permits to install, materially 19 

alter, or materially extend a landfill in a county under certain circumstances; 20 

altering the requirements for a certain recycling plan that is developed by 21 

certain agencies; requiring the Comptroller to establish a certain separate 22 

account in the State Recycling Trust Fund for certain purposes; altering the 23 

definition of a certain term; and generally relating to solid waste management 24 

through recycling.

THE SOLID WASTE REDUCTION GOALS ESTABLISHED UNDER § 9–1702 OF THIS 13

   [(ii) Provides for recycling of the solid waste stream to the extent 15 

practical and economically feasible, but in no event may less than a 10 percent 16 

reduction be submitted; and 17 

 

   (iii)] (II) Requires full implementation of the recycling plan by 18 

January 1, [1994; and] 2020. 19 

 

  [(19) For a county with a population less than 150,000 according to the 20 

latest Department of Planning projections, include a recycling plan by July 1, 1990 21 

that: 22 

 

   (i) Provides for a reduction through recycling of at least 15 23 

percent of the county’s solid waste stream or submit adequate justification, including 24 

economic and other specific factors, as to why the 15 percent reduction cannot be met; 25 

 

   (ii) Provides for recycling of the solid waste stream to the extent 26 

practical and economically feasible, but in no event may less than a 5 percent 27 

reduction be submitted; and 28 

 

   (iii) Requires full implementation of the recycling plan by 29 

January 1, 1994.] 30 

 

 (c) [The recycling reductions of 20 percent and 15 percent provided in 31 

subsection (a)(18) and (19) of this section are not intended to be the maximum 32 

percentage that a county can achieve.] A county that can practically and economically 33 

achieve a higher rate of recycling THAN REQUIRED UNDER SUBSECTION (A)(18) OF 34

   (III) A 60% REDUCTION FOR PAPER; AND 7

  (6) ESTABLISH AND ADMINISTER A BAR AND RESTAURANT 10 

RECYCLING PROGRAM TO PROVIDE FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE FOR THE 11

RESTAURANT. 13 

 

 (e) Beginning on January 1, 1990, and biannually thereafter, the Office 14 

shall, in coordination with the Maryland Environmental Service, study and report to 15 

the Governor and, subject to § 2–1246 of the State Government Article, the General 16 

Assembly on: 17 

 

  (1) The availability of local, national, and international markets for 18 

recycling materials; 19 

 

  (2) The identification and location of recycling centers, including an 20 

analysis of existing recycling centers and the need to expand these facilities or 21 

construct new recycling centers; 22 

 

  (3) Programs necessary to educate the public on the need to 23 

participate in recycling efforts; 24 

 

  (4) The economics and financing of existing and proposed systems of 25 

waste disposal and recycling; 26 

 

  (5) State procurement policies for the purchase of recycled materials; 27 

 

  (6) Programs necessary to reduce the amount of solid waste generated 28 

for disposal by a State agency or unit; 29 

 

  (7) The liaison role with local governments, the federal government, 30 

and the private sector; 31 
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  (8) The percentage reduction in the amount of solid waste that has 1 

been achieved by each county; and 2 

 

  (9) Economically feasible methods for the recycling of scrap 3 

automobile tires, batteries, and white goods. 4 

 

 (f) (1) By December 1, 1988, the Office shall, in coordination with the 5 

Maryland Environmental Service and the Governor’s Task Force on Solid Waste, make 6 

recommendations to the General Assembly for the financing of a comprehensive 7 

system of recycling at the State and local level, including funding for recycling centers, 8 

recycling equipment, recycling education, and marketing strategies. 9 

 

  (2) After the financing recommendations are made under paragraph 10 

(1) of this subsection, each county may submit to the Office and the Governor a 11 

detailed request for funds necessary to assist in the development and implementation 12 

of a recycling plan under guidelines developed by the Office. 13 

 

 (g) In studying feasible methods for the management and recycling of used 14 

tires under subsection (e)(9) of this section, the Office of Recycling shall consult with 15 

the appropriate industry, including representatives of: 16 

 

  (1) Tire manufacturers; 17 

 

  (2) Tire dealers; and 18 

 

  (3) Tire recyclers. 19 

 

 (H) (1) BEGINNING JANUARY 1, 2011, THERE IS A SOLID WASTE 20 

MANAGEMENT FEE. 21

  (8) The feasibility of a system for the collection and recycling of white 19 

goods; 20 

 

  (9) The separate collection of other recyclable materials; 21

disposition of recyclable materials from county public schools; and 23 

 

  (11) Any other alternative methods of recycling that will attain or 24 

exceed the solid waste stream reduction goals determined by the county. 25

  (3) The Secretary shall require revision of a county plan if, pursuant 11 

to a review under paragraph (2) of this subsection, the county’s determination of its 12 

maximum goal is found to be unsupported by competent, material, and substantial 13 

evidence in light of the entire plan as submitted. 14 

 

 (b) (1) [If a county with a population less than 150,000 determines it 15 

cannot achieve a reduction of 15 percent of its solid waste stream under § 9–505 of this 16 

title, the county shall: 17 

 

   (i) Conduct a public hearing on the proposed reduction that 18 

may be conducted jointly with other public hearings or meetings; and 19 

 

   (ii) Publish notice of the time and place of the public hearing, 20 

together with a summary of the justification for the proposed reduction in a newspaper 21 

of general circulation in the county once a week for 2 consecutive weeks before the 22 

hearing in the county. 23 

 

  (2) The Secretary shall review a county plan that does not meet the 15 24 

percent recycling goal to determine whether the county’s maximum goal, as stated in 25 

the plan, can be demonstrated to have a reasonable basis. 26 

 

  (3) The Secretary shall require revision of a county plan if, pursuant 27 

to a review under paragraph (2) of this subsection, the county’s determination of its 28 

maximum goal is found to be unsupported by competent, material, and substantial 29 

evidence in light of the entire plan as submitted] EXCEPT AS PROVIDED IN 30

balance in the Fund that exceeds $2,000,000 shall revert to the General Fund of the 2

  [(6)] (7) In accordance with the State budget, the Fund shall be used 4 

only: 5 

 

   (i) To provide grants to the counties to be used by the counties 6 

to develop and implement local recycling plans; 7 

 

   (ii) To provide grants to counties that have addressed methods 8 

for the separate collection and recycling of covered electronic devices in accordance 9 

with § 9–1703(c)(1) of this subtitle; 10 

 

   (iii) To provide grants to municipalities to be used by the 11 

municipalities to implement local covered electronic device recycling programs; and 12 

 

   (iv) To carry out the purposes of the Office of Recycling under 13 

this subtitle and under Title 6, Subtitle 9 of this article. 14 

 

  [(7)] (8) (i) The Treasurer shall invest the money in the Fund in 15 

the same manner as other State money may be invested. 16 

 

   (ii) Any investment earnings of the Fund shall be credited to the 17 

General Fund of the State. 18 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 19 

October 1, 2010. 20
